A  brief  summary  of  each  fatal  case  is  given  in  the  following 
table. 

1.  Aged  77.  Adeno-carcinoma  of  body  of  uterus.  Senile 
and  emaciated.  Radium  applied  under  gas  and  oxygen.  Died 
four  days  later  from  cardiac  failure. 

2.  Aged  56.  Carcinoma  of  cervix,  stage  III.  Died  two  days 
after  application  of  radium  from  cardiac  failure. 

3.  Aged  40.  Carcinoma  of  cervix.  Patient  died  five  days 
after  admission  from  haemorrhage  and  shock.  Radium  treatment 
had  been  carried  out  two  months  previously.  Then  classified  as 
stage  III. 

4.  Aged  32.  Retroversion,  vaginismus.  E.P.  suspension  and 
perineoplast}^  Died  suddenly  eight  days  later.  Pulmonary 
embolism. 

5.  Aged  43.  Cystocele  and  rectocele.  Anterior  colporrhaphy 
and  colpo-perineorrhaphy.  Died  21  days  later  from  broncho¬ 
pneumonia.  Post  mortem. 

6.  Aged  36.  Advanced  carcinoma  of  rectum  with  abdominal 
metastases.  Spontaneous  abortion  at  three  months.  No  opera¬ 
tion.  Died  fourteen  days  after  admission. 

7.  Aged  54.  Multiple  fibroids.  Uterus  as  big  as  a  five 
months’  pregnancy.  Complete  hysterectomy.  Died  nine  days 
later  of  paralytic  ileus,  the  symptoms  of  which  developed 
suddenly. 

8.  Aged  63.  Complete  prolapse  and  rectocele.  Donald- 
Fothergill  operation  and  colpo-perineorrhaphy.  Died  on  the  20th 
day  after  operation  of  a  pulmonary  embolus. 
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g.  Aged  40.  Delivered  ten  weeks  previously  of  a  full-time 
child.  Two  large  ovarian  cysts  filled  with  pus  and  densely 
adherent  to  bowel.  Free  pus  in  abdomen  at  operation.  The 
tumours  were  removed.  Death  occurred  two  days  later  from 
general  peritonitis.  Post  mortem. 

10.  Aged  47.  Rectocele.  Colpo-perineorrhaphy.  Died  sud¬ 
denly  23  days  later  of  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

11.  Aged  25.  Acute  appendicitis,  cystic  ovaries,  left  hydro¬ 
salpinx.  Appendicectomy,  right  oophorectomy.  Patient  died 
under  anaesthesia.  Post  mortem. 

12.  Aged  68.  Uterine  prolapse.  Anterior  colporrhaphy, 
amputation  of  cervix,  colpo-perineorrhaphy.  Died  of  cardiac 
failure  21  days  later. 

13.  Aged  51.  Inoperable  carcinoma  of  bowel.  Laparotomy. 
Patient  died  five  days  later. 

14.  Aged  40.  iVcute  lymphatic  leukaemia.  Died  3  days 
after  admission. 

15.  Aged  60.  Procidentia.  Anterior  colporrhaphy,  amputa¬ 
tion  of  cervix,  colpo-perinoerrhaphy.  Died  two  days  later  of 
uraemic  symptoms.  Post  mortem. 

16.  Aged  51.  Large  fibromyoma,  left  pyosalpinx.  Sub-total 
hysterectomy  and  bilateral  salpingo-oophorectomy.  Died  two 
days  after  operation  from  post  operative  shock. 

1 7.  Aged  69.  Cystocele,  torn  perineum.  Anterior  col¬ 
porrhaphy,  perineorrhaphy.  Died  twelve  days  later  from  cardiac 
failure  following  secondary  haemorrhage . 
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
